Dear  Sir: 


Thank  you  very  much  for  your  letter  of  April  28th,  discussing  Loyalist 
data.  It  is  true  that  descendants  of  Loyalists,  seem  to  find  a  great  deal 
of  pleasxare  or  enjoyment  in  climbing  up  and  down  their  family  tree,  or 
even  that  of  their  neighbours.  This  must  be  a  direct  inheritance  of  the 
old  saying  that  "misery  likes  company",  and  probably  the  inter-marriage 
that  took  place  in  those  early  days.  I  know,  as  far  as  I  am  concerned, 
I  am  a  blood  relation  to  a  great  number  of  the  U.E.  Loyalists  in  the  Bay 
of  Quinte  area,  remote  and  otherwise. 

By  a  certain  amount  of  correspondence  in  connection  with  my  own  family  and 
its  inter-marriages,  I  have  spanned  great  gaps  of  time,  since  those  relations 
with  whom  I  have  corresponded,  have  been  in  touch  with  my  own  branch.  The 
degree  of  relationship  has  been  fairly  close,  but  the  contact  had  absolutely 
been  lost  in  the  passage  of; time. 

I  am  sure  your  trip  to  Albany  this  svranner  will  bear  fruit,  and  I  hope  that 
you  will  have  my  name  in  mind  when  you  are  going  through  their  records.   I 
wish  that  I  had  the  opportunity  of  checking  some  of  the  books  that  Riker 
wrote  on  early  Harlem  families,  inasmuch  as  most  of  those  in  the  U.E. Loyalist 
group  seem  to  hook  up  with  the  old  and  early  Msterdam  settlers.  Ivmy  case 
Lesuexir  and  Lozier  are  two  names  that  go  right  back  to  that  genealogical 
write-up  which  he  made. 

As  far  as  Loses* s  are  concerned,  the  descendants  that  I  have  in  mind  were 
probably  from  Joseph,  and  the  one  that  I  believe  would  fill  in  the  gap  in  ray 
research,  would  be  the  Mrs.  iindrews  who  probably  married  Joseph  Loses.  If 
you  should  run  across  the  address  of  the  Losee  you  mentioned  as  living  in 
Ottawa,  I  would  appreciate  it  very  much,  also  that  of  the  Randall  who  wrote 
to  you,  as  my  correspondent  Mrs.  F.  Livesay,  of  Clarkson,  is  very  much  in- 
terested in  this  contact,  which  was  established  with  you  at  that  time. 

I  believe  that  I  know  the  Zabriskie  who  is  a  professional  genealogist,  inasmuch 
as  I  have  corresponded  with  one  by  that  name,  living  in  Washington,  D.C.   I  have 
a  copy  of  the  claim  of  John  German  of  Fort  -Edward,  taken  from  the  Ontario 
Government  publications  on  that  subject.  He  declares  himself  to  be  a  German, 
but  in  my  opinion  he  is  a  French  Hugenot  and  the  name  is  probably  Germaine.  I 
have  the  book  you  describe  as  being  published  by  Rolph  *  Claris,  on  Pioneer  Life 
on  the  Bay  of  Quinte'.  V/ould  be  glad  of  your  notes  on  the  Reynolds  family  living 
in  Portland  township,  if  you  run  across  them.

x'he  Valleaas. — Peter  'Valleaa.  and  his   sons  Hildebrand  and  Gomelius, 
aged  9  and  7  years,  were  among  the  first  pioneer  company.   Peter  appears  to 
have  settled  aoncv.here  south  of  Hay  Bay,  bat  no  one  now  can   tell  just  where. 
He  and  his   son  Hildebrand  moved   to   Sixth  I'ov/n    (SOphiasbai^)    before  1800,   and 
settled  on  the  High  Shore,  a  few  niles  east  of  Picton,  where  both  lived  and 
diea.    They  lie  buried   in  the  old  Conger  church  burying  ground.  i:r.   A.   3»  Valleau, 
now  Collector  of  Customs  at  Leseronto,    is  a  descendant  of  Hildebrand,   and 
there  are  a  large  number  of  the  family  in  Prince  £dward.   Peter  was   township 
treasurer  of  Sophiasburg  in  1800.    Gomelius  Valleau,    the  other  son,  drew  land 
north  of  Hay  Bay,  second  lot   to  the  eastern  boundary,  where  he  lived  and  died. 
He  reared  a  large  family  and  there  are  now  a  large  number  of  descendants,   but 
none  of  the  name  are  now   in  the  township.   Judge   Cornelius  Valleau  Price,  now 
of  Kingston,   is  a  grandson.   A  nvunber  of  the   family  name  resiae   in  Richmond 
township  and  also  a  number  in  Ameliasburg,  Prince  iidward  County,   ana  in  other 
sections   of  the  Province,    i^hcy  were  Lethodists.

I  appreciate  that  a  Doctor  is  busy  and  while  it  rray  be  hard 
on  John  Citizen  it  helps  him  when  he  needs  it  tiie  most.  I  am  Parts  Ivianager  for 
General  Motors  and  we  are  putting  through  some  alterations  and  system  changes  now 
which  are  bothering  me  some  so  that  7i/hen  you  say  you  are  busy  I  echo 'them  sentiments' 

By  the  way  I  note  that  lawyer  Harrington  mentions  Burleighs  in  Amherst  Island 
or  maybe  it  is  in  the  History  of  Ontario? 

I  am  sorry  that  I  was  ambiguous  but  it  is  a  failing  of  genealogistically  inclined 
people  as  I  also  have  con5)lained  of  others. 

As  far  as  llrs   Gutzeit  is  concerned  she  gave  me  the  reference  to  Fairfields  which 
led  me  to  Louise  Fairfield  of  Kingston  and  thus  to  the  Henry  Fairfield  who  married 
Betty  Fairfield  nee  Elizabeth  Losee.  As  her  daughter  Merey  Jane  married  Geo  Stevenson 
and  her  brother  Chas  Delates  Fairfield  married  Minerva  Davy  and  their  daughter  Dolly 
married  Vto  a  brother  of  George  and  these  two  men  were  sons  of  the  Hon,  John  Stevenson 
of  Napanee  and  of  Kingston,  that  Losee  connection  need  not  put  anyone  to  shame.  Uiy 
mother  tells  me  that  I  will  keep  on  digging  until  I  will  get  a  nose  full  but  a  dog 
or  even  a  pig  for  all  that  can  still  take  it,  I  have  a  h\mch  that  the  dear  people 
of  those  days  looked  askance  on  hotel  keepers  and  my   investigations  show  that  they 
made  money  at  this  especially  the  Losees  and  all  their  connections.  I  am  Anglican 
and  the  Methodist  foot  was  left  with  the  old  Valleaux  although  in  the  beginning 
they  were  Tories  and  no  doubt  of  the  Established  Church  from  the  Hugenot  Chxarch  in 
New  York  and  New  Rochelie.  Their  records  are  in  Viiume  1  of  the  Hugenot  Society 
of  America,  Personally  I  enjoy  finding  a  bit  of  a  rascal  and  I  suspect  that  my 
great  grandfather  David  was  a  wee  bit  of  the  bon  vivant  however  his  business  was 
lumber  under  the  name  of  Downey,  Pope  and«Andrews,  in  Belleville  in  the  'seventies' 
he  lost  his  money  in  wheat  margins  and  in  the  bust  up  in  Chicago  of  those  days.  His 
boats  traded  into  Oswego  in  those  days  and  his  steamers  "Oswego  Belle"  and  "Kincardine" 
were  well  known  in  the  good  old  days, 

I  know  Lars  Gutzeit  and  sometimes  see  her  at  the  UEL  meetings  in  Toronto,  I 
wonder  if  the  following  is  the  trail  she  has  in  mind,  I  quote  from  a  letter  from 
J,N.A,Dulmage  of  Milford,  Ont,  dated  April  22nd  1934  answwring  a  Losee  question  as 
follows "there  was  a  Dorland  Losee  married  a  Sarah  Dulmage  some  85  years  ago.  He  was  from  Ba] 
Bath  district  and  ran  a  HOTEL  in  that  town  about  80  years  ago.  He  then  moved  to 
Green  Point  in  our  county  and  he  died  from  a  cancer  on  the  face.  He  had  seven  or 
eight  children,  one  off  the  oldest  girls  Ives  in  Napanee  and  two  in  Picton,  Tom  in 
Sbchester  and  one  in  the  west,  I  have  no  further  help  for  you  on  the  Losee  family, 

"  There  is  no  doubt  that  Diilmage,  Dulmadge ,  Delmage,  Dolmage  are  the  same  people 
as  there  is  that  difference  with  some  of  my  second  cousins".  End  of  quote. 

If  the  marriage  records  of  the  Losees  are  in  Vol.  1  of  the  Ontario  Historical 
Society's  book  I  have  them,  if  otherwise  I  would  like  them.  By.  the  way  this  is  a 
reprint  it  is  available  for  |2  only  direct  from  their  office  in  the  Normal  Bldg 
in  Toronto,  It  was  a  1899  issue  but  the  demand  forced  an  other  issue. 

Now  for  your  queries.  J. E. Farewell,  LLB.  KCwas  a  judge  in  Whitby  and  write 
a  book  "Cotmty  of  Ontario,  Early  Settlement"  published  in  1907.  I  ran  across  it 
in  our  Public  Library,  Here  are  the  notes  I  made"  see  Canada  7/st  by  7to  Henry  Smith 
1851.  Ont.  Peel  and  Simcoe  deeds  registered  in  Toronto  in  early  days  and  earlier 
at  Mndsor,  Some  were  transferred  to  Detroit  where  they  took  in  part  of  IBhe   old 
province  lost  to  the  British.  Trafalgar  Castle  built  by  sheriff  N.G.Reynolds,  now 
Whitby  Ladies  College,  Liarkham  and  we-^t  of  Pickering  settled  by  Dutch  -Germans 
from  Penn.  1792,,  under  l£r,   Berzey,   Brown  quakers  settled  near  Pickering.  1st 
settler  in  Pickering  was  V/m  Peak,  Terwilliger  etc,  was  de  vTilliger,  Joseph  Losee 
kept  store  in  7?hitby  I8I8,  came  from  «Yicklow,  Ont,.  Ezra  Annas  (Annis)  settled  in 
V/hitby  1818.  Clerk  for  Losie,  '«Vm  Yo\ing  settled  there  in  l833.Peter  Perry  came  to 
Whitby  in  I836,  ex  member  for  Hastings  Co,  rep,  for  South  Ontario  Co,.  'Whitby  once 
called  Perry's  Corners,  Capt  Howe  there  same  time,  con. 
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John  C  Campbell  ex  member  fCDm  Lennox  A  Addington,  was  J.P.his  brthers  there  were 

Robert  C,  J.P.  in  merchantile  business,  milling  with  brother  John,  Aron  C.  J.P. 

Calvin  C,  J.P.,  warden  1866,  Isaac  C.  J.P,  moved  to  Middlesex,  John  A  Robt  built 

mill  in  Brooklin  1840  burnt  1848.  B.F.Cairpbell  son  of  John  C,  East  .Thitby,  Dr  Allison  1843. 

Twp  of  BrocJ,  Col.  James  Vrooman  and  George  V,  were  early  aettlers  about  I8l8. 

Whitby,  B.F.Bali  first  clerk  of  the  Peace  1812.  Dr.  J.V.Ham,  etc...." 

I  intend  to  attach  copies  of  tfte  letters  you  mention  and  they  will  answer  the 
questions.  However  to  be  sure  I  will  explain,  Joseph  was  the  great  grandfathe  r  of 
Miss  Young  as  her  grandnother  Julia  Losee  was  a  daughter  by  his  second  wife  Deborah 
Ellsworth.  Mr  Will  Losee  is  Anne  Young's  second  cousin  as  his  father  was  her  mother's 
xincle.  She  does  not  mention  her  name  but  Will  says  it  is  Jerusha  and  a  sister  of  his 
father  Baleman  Losse  who  was  born  in  Whitby  Aiig  19  I823. 

Miss  Young  and  Ivir  Losee  differe  here  he  says  Rev  Wm  Losee  was  his  grand  uncle 
and  thus  brother  of  Joseph  Losee  who  settled  in  Wicklow  and  Whitby  and  who  was  the 
boy  ten  years  old  at  the  time  of  the  Rebellion  in  Oswego  and  whose  parents  names  are 
yet  to  be  determined,. . .Miss  young  say  Rev  Wm  was  a  cousin  to  old  Joseph,  As  she 
is  wrong  in  saying  Mr  Losee  is  a  second  cousin  and  because  he  ia  Yice  Pres  of 
the  UEL  and  a  research  guy  I  believe  him.  They  are  first  cousins  and  her  mother  was 
his  father's  sister,  if  his  remarks  are  correct,  Ivtore  about  this  later.  The  thing 
that  gets  me  is  that  her  (Anne  Young)  father  was  Fred  Young  son  of  James  C  Yoting  who 
married  Jerusha  Losee,  and  whose  mother  was  Susan  Clarke  wife  of  Gjiy  Young  and  whose 
brother  married  Jane  Andrews  sister  of  David  Andrews,  the  brother  being  Nelson  Clarke, 
The  chap  Dulmage  quoted  elsewhere  says  Nelson  was  a  nephew  of  Susan  but  in  any  case  the 
families  were  actually  hooked  up  in  this  roundabout  way  even  if  my  Losee  search  does»nt 
click, 

William  ,  Nathan  and  Wakeman  were  brothers  of  the  father  of  W.£,LoOsee  of 
Victoria,  ie  Baleman,  I  was  in  error  in  writing  Benjamin,  I  would 'nt  have  believed 
it  if  ny  letter  was »nt  before  me, 

Yotir  other  question  is  who  wrote  f;'7,  this  a  continuation  of  Anne  Young's 
letter  of  Aug  19th  1938, 

By  the  way  James  Losee  of  Weller's  Bay  according  to  Miss  Young  was  JosephSs 
cousin, whereas  Wm  Losee  says "then  there  was  James  Losee  who  with  his  family  lived 
at  Consecon.  They  were  Loyalists  also  and  came  from  around  New  York  during  the  century 
1600,  were  all  of  the  same  stock",  Tis  was  probably  the  century  1700, 

This  ia  long  letter  and  thank  you  for  your  reply, 
you  did  not  mention  as  to  the  Burleya  I  quoted  from  Vol  6  of  the  OHS  book?

Dear  Doctor  : 

I  have  missed  hearing  from  you,  but  hope  this  means  you  have  been 
over  to  Albany  N.7.  with  success  In  the  research. 

1  have  made  some  progress  In  connection  with  Losee  and  Washburn 
of  course  these  are  not  connected, 

Wm«  Losee  of  Ottawa  gave  me  a  tip  on  a  W.E. Losee  I03I  Richmond  Ave 
Victoria,  B.C.  who  gave  me  the  following; 

•"Dot  Losee ^s  came  from  Poughkeepsle  N.Y.  where  they 
had  a  fine  residence  at  the  close  of  the  rebellion  In  1776.  At  that  time  Joseph 
Losee  was  under  10  years  of  age.  They  travelled  by  pack-train  or  horses  to 
Oswego  and  Joseph  had  to  walk  the  same  as  the  grown  men.  Joseph  wqs  allowed  to 
rest  and  recover  from  the  trip  a^  Oswego,  then  they  contlued  the  trip  by  barge 
along  the  shore  to  Stoney  Point,  then  across  to  P.E.  County  and  around  the  east 
side  to  Ad2)lphustown,  from  whence  they  scattered  some  settling  at  Salmon  Point. 

Joseph  Losee  opened  a  store  at  Wicklow  (near  Brighton)  and  when  the  Klngst-^n 
road  was  being  build  he  secured  the  subi?contract  and  when  he  saw  a  likely  piece 
of  land  he  acquired  it.  He  did  this  where  Whitby  nd>w  stands  and  the  town  was 
laid  out  on  his  fam.  He  raised  his  family  at  this  point  and  after  that  returned  to 
7/lcklow  where  his  wealth  led  to  his  destruction  and  he  died  an  untimely  end. 

"I  know  nothing  about  his  family  except  that  his  sword  is  in  the  Masonic  Lodge  at 
Whitby.  Joseph*  s  ledger  was  sent  out  to  me  after  ray  father »s  death  and  it  is 
now  in  the  Provincial  Archives  In  B.C.  It  is  a  wonderful  book  12"i  16'*  x  2^" 
bound  with  calf  skin,  the  capital  letters  about  an  inch  high  the  others  a  good 
half  inch,  and  all  the  figures  are  in  £,  s,  and  d.  I  t  cost  3£  J.5k  s. 

"  My  father  Benjamin  Losee  was  bom  in  Whitby  Aug  19  l825.'nien  there  was  Wf^y 
Losee  the  first  llj^rant  Ministe2^,  he  rode  a  white  horse  and  included  in  his 
fold  all  the  area  from  Kingston  to  Niagara  Flails,  making  two  trips  a  year.^  He 
got  mixed  up  in  a  love  affair  and  returned  to  Poughkeepsle."^  I  had  three  uncles 
iqy  father  »s  brothers^i,  William,  Nathan  and  ^keman,  but  their  children  are  all 
passed  a  way.  ^   sister  Flora  Pe»eret1^  still  living  in  Heglna  aged  8l,Robert 
aged  79  in  Spokane  ,  Wash,  and  self  aged  78  last  March  1938. 

"  I  am  Vice-Pres  of  the  UEL  society  here. 

Note:  Borland  Losee  lived  in  Adolphustown  in  I8II  to  1814  havigg  a  family  of 
seven,  no  further  reference  in  the  Town  Records.  Ippendix,  O.B.  I,  Rpt,  1897. 

JEFarewell^  LLB.  KG  Whitby  1907  says"  Losie  kept  store  here  in  I8I8 
and  Ezra  Annas  settled  here  in  I8I8  and  clerked  for  Losie.  Losee  and  Losie  came

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Aiig,  19; 38  Ivliss  Yoimg  says"  %  mother/used  to  say  that  great  grandfather  put 
the  "I"  in  >is  name  to  distinguish  him  from  a  cousin  of  the  same  name.  The  -- 
L§see»s  were  originally  Hugenots  from  France  and  came  to  Canada  from  Poughlceepsie 
N.Y.  Prov,  A  cousin  of  Great  grandfather»s  James  lived  at  Weller»s  Bay,  P.E.Co, 
Grandfather  Young  of  BastLake  married  a  Clarke,  my  father  was  James  C.Yoimg.

His  first  wife  was  his  cousin  Charity  Losee,  Ttiey 
ran  away  and  were  married  in  the  States  as  their  family  at  Poughkeepaie  were  against  th« 
their  union.  He  kept  a  sto^e  at  "^Vicklow  and  open  house  and  died  their  in  his  declining  ; 
jBWXB,  ^His  two  children, A  Maria  Losee  married  an  architect  Ezra  Annas  of 
Whitby.  Tlieir  childrenwOTe  F.Howard  Annas  and  a  sister  Maud,  %  grandmother 
was  a  daughter  by  hisji^econd  wife  Deborah  Ellsworth,  Great  Grandmother  Losee 
died  with  us  and  I  will  let  you  see  her  papers  If  you  call.  Great  Grandfather 
was  in  the  Northumberland  Regiment  and  fought  in  the  war  of  1812,

Going  back  to  Wm  Losee  of  Ottawa  he  says  June  28th, "%  father's  father  died 
when  ny  father  was  four  years  old  and  he  knew  practically  nothing  about  his 
ancestors.  He  had  two  brothers  Schuyler  and  John.  The  former  died  in  Chicago 
in  1815  the  latter  some  years  earlier  in  Portsmouth,  Schuyler  let  a  daughter 
Gertrude,  John  left  Emma  and  Isabeella,  They  in  turn  have  had  no  issue.  On 
may  29th  placed  a  tablet  in  the  Chiirch  at  Collin8s  Bay  in  memory  of  my  father," 
Note;  His  father  Joseph  was  a  son  of  James  Losee  who  married  Hannah  Grass  who 
on  his  death  married  Laweence  Herchaaer.  I  met  a  ¥x.   Grass  yesterday  who  has 
a  farm  near  Columbus  an  original  grant  to  Capt  ^^de"  of  Kingston  but  who  has 
never  kept  in  touch  with  his  relations  down  there. 

There  is  too  much  of  the  Washburn  data  to  write  about  here,  sufficent  to  say 
I  copied  the  Bible  entries  of  old  Ebenezer  and  will  repeat  them  to  you.  Mrs 
Wm  Meritt  of  this  city  is  working  on  this  genealogy  and  intends  to  publish  it. 
y^   grandmother's  sister  Margaret  Lawrence  of  Centerville  married  a  Simon  Washburn 
who  died  in  California  leaving  a  son  Simon. ii»  Her  husband's  father  was  flL^ 
schoolteacher  in  Camden  East  years  ago  and  a  daughter  Abergail  went  to  stay 
with  the  Rev  MacDowall's  at  Bath  and  later  went  to  Picton  and  a  few  y^s  ago 
was  still  living. 

Would  appreciate  any  comnient  or  suggestion  on  ipy  Losee  hunt  ,  I  feel  like 
a  snake  must  who  makes  several  circles  over  his  own  body  and  cant  tell  on  which
